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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-19, drawn to a system. 
Group II, claim(s) 20-34, drawn to method of use. 
Group III, claim(s) 35-44, drawn to tool for a cradling member. 
Group IV, claim(s) 45-48, drawn to kit. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III and IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group III does not include the 
same technical feature of the other group. It is merely direct to a tool that could be use with the 
special technical feature. The Groups I, II and IV include the common technical feature of at 
least one anchor and at least one suspending member is old and well known as demonstrated by 
FR 2746298 from the international search report. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species A -fig. 3H and Species B -fig. 4G 

Additionally there are subspecies of anchoring as follows: 
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Subspecies U- threaded, Subspecies V-stitching, Subspecies W- clasp and Subspecies X- 

hook 

Additionally there are subspecies of material as follows: 

Subspecies Y-Polyester TM Gortex and Subspecies Z-tendons 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species and single 
subspecies of anchor and single subspecies of material is elected to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the 
claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that a claim is allowable or that all claims arc generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a).

The following claim(s) are generic: no claim appears generic. 
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The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: the species are different designs, the anchors are directed to 
different designs and the materials are different.

A SRR alone will not be considered a bona-fide reply 
to this Office action. 

If applicant elects an invention that is drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no 
more than 25 total claims, applicant will not be required to file an ESD in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .265 that covers each of the elected claims. If the elected invention is 
drawn to more than 5 independent claims or more than 25 total claims, applicant may file 
an amendment canceling a number of elected claims so that the elected invention would 
be drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no more than 25 total claims.
